LIFE’S REPORTS 
BURIAL AT SEA 


by ROBERT SHERROD 


the most awesome ceremony of the sea," says Captain Leland P. 

Lovette in his Naval Customs, Traditions and Usage, “'is the one 
which consigns mortal remains to the deep. It antedates all other 
ceremonies 

The custom of burying sailors at sea had almost faded into the 
limbo of other ancient naval customs when World War II hit the 
U. S. Navy. In peacetime if a sailor died aboard ship, he was usually 
put in an icebox until port was reached. Even today many a ship 
waits to bury ashore those of its men who are killed in action, This 
can be done, of course, only if a few are killed, When casualties are 
heavy, the burial-at-sca ceremonies are usually held quietly and with 
brief prayers at night, so that crew morale will not be disrupted 
by the sight of many shipmates going over the side for the last 
time 

Last October a U. S. battleship on which I was traveling some- 
where in the Pacific, Jost a seaman who unaccountably had chosen 
to sleep under the loading platform of a main turret gun. When, in 
the darkness of early morning, the big gun was elevated, the seaman 
was crushed. He lived 15 hours and was conscious much of the time, 
but the great physical shock of his accident had mercifully put him 
beyond pain. The Catholic chaplain told him that his time to die had 
come and the seaman made his peace with his God. He died at 
8 o'clock that night. 

It was not feasible to hold the body for burial on land for the 
battleship was not due in port for some days. And since there was no 
reason for night burial, preparations were made to bury the sailor at 
sea next morning at 10 o'clock 

The body was dressed in the uniform of the day: blue dungarees. 
It was weighted with two 5-inch shells (approximately 100 Ib.). It 
was sewed in canvas by the sailmaker, but the ancient customs of tak-

ing the last stitch through the 
nose of the deceased and plac- 
ing coins in his mouth were 
omitced.* 

The ceremony was brief, for 
we were cruising through dan- 
gerous waters, but it was im- 
pressive. Sometime before 10 0° 
clock two wooden carpenter's 
horses were placed on the star- 
board side of the quarterdeck. 
A detachment of khaki-clad 
marines stood at attention next 
to the horses. The ship's band 
was aft of the marines, their 
backs to the sea. Still further 
aft, about 75 officers faced for- 
ward. More than a thousand 
dungaree-clad sailors swarmed 
over the turret armor and out 
to the very ends of the battle- 
ship's big guns, over the air- 
defense stations, the antiair- 
craft turrets and guns and over 
the superstructure. It is doubt- 
ful if a dozen men on board had 
ever before seen a burial at sea. 
Everyone was there except 
those on duty at that moment, 
manning the guns and keeping 
the ship running.

‘At 9:40 the chaplain went 
below to the sick bay to bless 
the body in the presence of the 
pallbearers, who were selected 
from the dead man’s own 
branch. The blessing was the 
aagth Psalm, De Profundis, 
which begins: 

Out of the depths have I cried 
unto Thee, O Lord; Lord, hear my 
voice. Let Thine ears be attentive to 
the voice of my supplication. . . 
Eternal rest grant unto him, O 
Lord, And let the perpetual light 
shine upon bim. 

The pallbearers carried the 
body aft, the stocky young 
chaplain walking beside it and 
praying: 

Come to his assistance, ye Saints 
of God! Meet him, ye Angels of 
the Lord. Receive his soul, and pre- 
sent it t0 the Most High. May 
Christ who called Thee, receive 
Thee; and may the Angels lead 
Thee into the bosom of Abrabam. 
Eternal rest grant to him, O Lord, 
and let perpetual light shine upon 
him. 

When the pallbearers reached 
portside aft they had consider- 
able difficulty lifting the body 
up the narrow ladder through 
the hatch to the quarterdeck.

The body, cov- 
ered by a large U. S. flag, was 
carried across the quarterdeck

TARAWA 


THE MARINES WIN NEW GLORY IN THE GILBERTS AND PROVE THERE IS NO CHEAP WAY TO VICTORY 


Now there is a new name to remember in the 
U.S. Marine Corps’ catalog of terrible glo- 
ries, It is Tarawa, in the Gilberts. 

Take it from the Marines: the fight for the 
Pacific atoll was awful. It began in the light 
of half a moon, long before dawn, when the 
first wave got into its boats and warships be- 
gan shelling the shore. 

Warships and planes poured more than 
3,000 tons of high explosives on the square 
mile of coral and sand. That was a greater 
weight than the R.A.F. has dropped in any 
single night on Hamburg or Berlin or any 
city. It was a terrible blasting but it did not 
even begin to finish the Japs. They were dug 
in as only that burrowing people can dig in. 
‘Their officers had told them that a million 
Americans could not take the place. 

After dawn, while the shelling still went 
on, far less than a million Americans began 
moving ashore in landing craft. To be exact, 
two battalions moved—between 2,000 and 
000 men. The Marines in the second, third 
and later waves sensed that something was 
wrong up ahead. A control boat came along- 
side a landing craft and a naval officer shout- 
ed: “The shoal around the island is too shal- 
low to take the Higgins boats.” 

‘That was a bad thing to discover at the 
last moment. The boats grated on coral more 
than 1,000 feet from the beach. The men 
jumped over the side into water up to their 
necks. Their rifles, their radios and their per- 
sonal gear all got soaked. 


Slow-Motion Attack 


‘The charge of the U. S. Marines through 
the water to the beaches of Tarawa was o1 
of the strangest, most dangerous attacks ev 
made, The Marines moved in slow-motion, 
fighting against the sea and unable to fight 
back at the Jap. Machine-gun and mortar 
fire pocked the water and killed many men. 
‘There was no place to take cover: there are 
no shell-holes in water. There was no way to 
hurry. The following day, at low tide, the 
coral was crowded with dead Marines. 

Some of the Marines reached dry sand. For 
along time the American beachhead was only 
20 feet wide. In that narrow strip an awful 
drama was acted out. A 20-year-old enlisted 
man was shot through the head. He said: “I 
think I’m hit. Will you look?” and died. A 
mortar man down the beach raised up to a 
kneeling position to get his weapon set. He 
tumbled over, a sniper’s bullet through his 
back. Someone shouted. The wounded man’s 
companion jumped up out of the mortar po- 
sition to help, and was shot through the heart 
for his pains. 

Seeing such anguish on every side the Ma- 
rines nevertheless moved forward, and that 
is why Tarawa is worth thinking about. 


PICTURE OF THE WEEK 


On Nov. 10, Irving Berlin's all-soldier musical 
show, This Is The Army, which raised over $2,000,- 
000 for Army Emergency Relief during its 31-week 
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Marines crawled up over the barricades at 
the top of the beach and charged into the free 
field of fire enjoyed by Japanese machine-gun 
nests. Survivors among them ran right to the 
mouths of the Japanese log-forts, and shoved 
bangalore torpedoes inside. When a Jap ran 
out of one of them, a marine turned on his 
flame-thrower and the fire curled the Jap up 
like celluloid. In one machine-gun emplace- 
ment later waves of attackers found two dead 
marines and four dead Japanese; in another, 
one Marine lieutenant and four Jap: 

Gradually the beachhead was expanded. 
‘The first night it was not nearly big enough. 
Fresh Japs infiltrated into sniper positions 
which had been cleared during the day. A 
party of flanking Japanese got out on a pier 
to one side of the Marines. For a while things 
looked bad. Lieut. Colonel Evans F. Carl 
of Raider fame, along as an observer and 
structor, reported out to the command ship 
at one point that the situation was “nip and 
tuck.” But the U. S. Marines held on and 
later Colonel Carlson carried another mes- 
sage out. It was from Colonel David W. Shoup 
of the Second Marines. It was in the Marine 
tradition. Colonel Shoup said: “You tell the 
general 1 stick here and fight it out.” 

They did, and in 76 hours Tarawa was an 
American atoll. Some 3,000 Japanese had 
been killed and their stronghold captured in 
just over three days. Four hundred U.S. Ma- 
rines defended Wake. They held out for 14 
days. 


“Not Too Bad’; “Pretty Well”

two U. S. Marines met in the comfort of 
Pearl Harbor.

And yet it was, in the words of a man who 
was there, “not too bad.” 

Not too bad for what? Was such a fight 
not too costly for a patch of sand two and a 
half miles long and 800 yards wide?

Tarawa was not too bad because it gave 
proof of three things. 

First: Tarawa proved, so that it never 
need be proved again, that American men 
can fight with the very best men in the 
world. The shame of Pearl Harbor, the shad- 
ow of doubt that lingered with the smoke on 
the hills at El Guettar, the slow success of 
Guadalcanal—these things were better than 
atoned for; they could now be forgotten. On 
Tarawa the U. S. Marines were fighting the 
Imperial Special Navy Landing Force, which 
is the Japanese way of saying Marines.

And yet the dead 
lay two-for-one in the dugouts, and some- 
times four-for-one. ‘Tarawa proved again 
that the famous tenacity of the Jap is not. 
equal to the tenacity of an American aroused. 


Hard Battles The Hard Way 


Second: Tarawa brought home, as it needs 
to be brought home again and again, the fact 
that there is no cheap short cut to win wars. 
It is a peculiarly American foible to want to 
do things the easy way. Many Americans be- 
lieve that Germany can be knocked out of 
the war by bombing alone, which is certainly 
cheaper than invasion. Most of those who do 
not really believe that, hope it. Many of those 
who do not even hope it about Germany get 
a glint in their eye when they think about 
those paper houses in Japan. But Tarawa, 
like the other land battles that were being 
fought at the same time on the Sangro River, 
around Gomel, in Bougainville, and south of 
the Yangtze, reminded those who have faith 
in a cheap way that there is none. Hard bat- 
tles must be fought. 

‘Third: Tarawa was a proof that we are now 
on the way to certain victory. Notice the 
date on the cover of this issue of LIFE. Two 
years ago on Dec. 6 America spent its last 
day at peace. In two years the country, while 
dedicating itself to the defeat of Germany 
first, has nevertheless moved from the un- 
awareness of Pearl Harbor, from the crushing 
loss of Guam and Wake, through the night- 
mares of Bataan and Guadalcanal, to Tarawa. 

As Carlson of the Raiders said when it was 
all over: “These boys who died down there 
did not die in vain. They took an island, but 
more important was the knowledge gained 
for the future.” The future he was talking 
about was victory. Tarawa proved that the 
winning of it is certain and that the fight 
for it will be bad—but “not too bad.”

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GERMANY— 
ENIGMA OF THE PEACE 


F the past months there has been a tremendous 
discussion going on, on both sides of the ocean, 
over the question of what to do with a defeated 
Germany, All the discussion has revolved around 
the assumption that if the Anglo-American pow- 
ers and Russia agree on what to do with or to 
Germany any program will work. 

Icis certainly true that if the Anglo-American 
powers and Russia do not eventually agree re- 
garding the future of Germany, it is impossible 
to make any predictions. But even in the case of 
4 100% agreement among the victors, there will 
be limitations upon their power to operate suc- 
cessfully, 

Whatever is done with Germany will obvi- 
ously have to be done with the human material 
which is at hand, 

Under whatever restrictions and punishments 
some sort of German state and society is going to 
survive, with some sort of sovereignty, however 
limited. That German state, whatever it may be, 
will have some sort of social order, some sort of 
administration, some sort of political system, 
some form of economy and some relations with 
the rest of Europe and the world. The only mate- 
tial out of which it can be created or create itself 
with any prospect of permanence is the German 
population. 

Our peace planners and experts have various 
ideas about the German nation. Most of them 
have one thing in common: their view of Ger- 
many goes back ten, twenty, thirty years, or 
much more. And, however much they may differ 
in their view of what should be done with de- 
feated Germany, they show remarkable similar- 
ity in one ching: none of them takes adequately 
into account the actual experience of the living 
generation of Germans. 

The Germany of tomorrow will have to be 
made with or imposed on living Germans—not 
with Germans who are dead or with Germans 
not yet born. It is these living Germans, there- 
fore, that concern us. The understanding of these 
living Germans is not a matter for pity, sym- 
pathy, hatred or any other emotion, but a neces- 
sity of statesmanship. 

What are these Germans? Volumes have been 
written on the subject, including some by those 
who doubt whether they are people at all. Some 
ask: Is there one Germany, or two Germanys— 
a good one and a bad? Others inquire: Is there a 
New Germany or only an Eternal Germany, that 
always, throughout history, has had a charac- 
teristic face and behavior? Endless numbers of 
essays are written around the question: How do 
the Germans get that way? Is it the result of 
Prussian militarism? Are they the product of an 
education that must be drastically revised? 


“Conspiracy Interpretation of History” 


The psychologists have been busy, the diplo- 
mats, and the historians. One psychologist has 
discovered an inherent paranoid tendency in the 
German mind. Historians have discovered a na- 
tional behavior pattern, which periodically leads

them to attack the world, Others continue to in- 
terpret the German behavior in class terms. 

Most of these interpretations belong to what 
I might call the “Conspiracy Interpretation of 
History.” 

Even the British diplomat, Lord Vansittart, 
does not escape from this. In this school of think- 
ing, the German behavior is to be explained by 

¢ “key” clue. According to the Vansiteare 
wing this “key” clue is Prussian militarism. 
The Prussian military caste, based on the Junk- 
ers, have engaged in a gigantic plot. Everything 
that has happened is traceable to this plot. Na~ 
zism is a creation of this plot. The Weimar Re- 
public was merely a disguise for this plot. Even 
the revolution of 1918, fought against the mili- 
tarists, was staged by themselves to deceive che 
world. And the plot is successful because the 
Prussian militarists are the most truly represen 
tative Germans. 

This school interprets history as a mystery 
melodrama and traces down the villain. But vari- 
ous wings of it find various vill 

Left-wing thinkers see a capitalist plot as the 
source of all the evil. The Junkers, the army and 
the Nazis are only instruments of powerful wire- 
pullers—the Vereinigte Stahlwerke, the I. G. 
Farben Industrie, the Krupps, the electrotechni- 
cal industries, the Thyssens, the Roechlings, etc. 
These capitalistic Elders of Zion conspired with 
confreres in other countries, were responsible for 
Munich and brought about the collapse of France. 

There is a conservative interpretation that 
makes the Communists the center of the plot. In 
their argument, the Communists destroyed all 
the roots of democracy and stability with devil- 
ish means, favored Nazism as a contributor to 
the destruction of the bourgeoise order, paved 
the way to war by propaganda entangling the 
capitalist powers, while a handful of shrewd 
Ieaders planned the collapse of the normal world 
and their rise to power as a result of it. 

And before the war, and even now, the Liberal 
deus ex machina was the Treaty of Versailles—in- 
terpreted as a predatory conspiracy of the vic- 
torious Allied governments of the last war. 

The interpretation of social and historical 
events as the result of a series of plots and con- 
spiracies, engineered by master minds, is but an- 
other manifestation of the mentality that lays all 
the ills in the world to an international conspir- 


acy of Jews. Some secret Machiavellian group 
must be responsible for the explosive forces in 
modern society and the world will be saved by 
sleuthing them down to extermination. 

For people of this view the solution of all so- 
cial and political problems, including that of 
what to do with defeaced Germany, would be 
relatively simple, if only they could agree. 

Exterminate the Prussian militarists—or the 
capitalists, or the Communists—and you have 
no more German problem. You don’t need to 
bother about the Jews, because the Nazis have 
already "solved the German problem" that way 
themselves. 

All these conspiratorial views of history for~ 
tify chemselves with actual facts, All of them re- 
veal an clement of truth. Prussian militarism has 
plotted. Capitalists have assisted Nazism, Com- 
munists have undermined the social order. The 
Treaty of Versailles did disillusion and help un- 
seat the German mind. 

But these interpreters, who would have us base 
a peace program on their ideas, isolate a single 
phenomenon from the stream of the history of a 
generation and a nation. They isolate it from the 
clement of time and from the background of con- 
temporary circumstances and make it into an 
abstraction and a scapegoat. 

They are like the physicians of some years ago 
who thought that all che ills of man were actrib- 
utable to focal infections, and pulled out tonsils 
and teeth as a cure for everything from arthritis 
to angina pectoris. But still people died. 

If we want to understand Germany—merely in 
order to know how to act toward her—we must 
rather behave like mature and competent diag- 
nosticians, who first carefully examine the life- 
story of their patient before proposing a therapy. 


A Diagnosis of a German Generation 


We have before us a gencration—an entire gen- 
eration of Germans—the outstanding fact in 
whose life-story is chat it has never known any 
stability or normalcy whatsoever. It is a genera- 
tion that has never had any rest from continual 
and feverish change. 

‘A German between 4o and 50 was born in the 
Kaiserreich, which was a society of wealth, wide- 
spread social and political security, order and 
culture. Its social structure was predominantly 
middle-class under a highly military-minded aris- 
tocracy. His childhood recollection, therefore, is 
of a world notable for comfort, order and gener- 
al well-being. That this order held within itself 
the seeds of disintegration, which would be im- 
menscly accelerated by a war which it would 
ose, was not at all obvious to the child growing 
upin it. The middle-aged German has, therefore, 
a childhood memory of something that once ap- 
peared secure, Younger Germans have not even 
that. 

But in the ‘teen age these children of the Kai- 
serreich were thrown into a terrific war. Those 
of them too young to fight in it nevertheless felt 
its effects as did no other European people.

The family life of the old Germany had been one in which the 
father played the greatest role. For four years these children were 
fatherless—deprived of familiar disciplinary influence—and hundreds 
of thousands of them remained so. 

In the last war the blockade was highly effective. The result was 
that these children, day after day, wene to bed hungry. They devel- 
oped rickets, tuberculosis and nervous diseases—all upsetting to 
physical and nervous stability. 

Ac the end of the last war this youth saw, in an abortive revolu- 
tion, the breakdown of all national authority. The Kaiser, its sym- 
bol, fled the country. The new leaders who arose never had uncon- 
tested authority. They were, inevitably, the symbols of defeat and 
internal dissolution. 

The years 1918 to 1924—one-sixth of a geneiation—saw nothing 
but disorder. In various parts of the Reich there were revolutions 
and counterrevolutions, street fighting, and civil war: The “Raete- 
Revolution’ in Bavaria, and its suppression; the “'Spartacus" revo- 
lution in Berlin, and its suppression; the great uprising in Hamburg; 
the counterrevolutionary Kapp putsch, ending in open war between 
armies of workers and divisions of the Reichswehr in the Ruhr val-

ley and throughout Westphalia; the insurrection in Upper Silesia in 
1921; the Max Holz leftist rebellion in Saxonia; the Ruhr occupation 
and war in 1922; the attempted Nazi coup d'etat in 1923, again in 
Bavaria. 

Accompanying all this disorder, and climaxing in 1923, was the 
inflation, which added the dissolution of all economic order to the 
dissolution of political order. 

No other country has known any comparable inflation. At its end 
the new Reichsmark was stabilized at one thousand billions of the 
old Reichsmark. The entire savings of the German people were wiped 
out in the course.of a few months. From that the whole population 
drew a conclusion: it is useless to save. 

The adventurism that had conquered the political life, with the 
breakdown of the Kaiserreich in defeat, now conquered the economic 
life. The New Man to appear on the scene was a speculator. Only 
the financial adventurer proved capable of saving himself. 

This period also saw the further disintegration of family life and 
with it, of moral authority. The death of two million men had 
thrown the relationship of the sexes out of balance. Sexual chaos, in 
the form of libertinism, heterosexual and homosexual, was added to 
political and economic chaos. The economic destruction and infla- 
tion increased this libertinism, for the family had previously had an 
economic basis. 

At the end of six years of chaos an attempt was made at rehabili- 
tation. Better relations were established with the outside world in 
an attempt to fulfill the Treaty provisions, and concessions were 
made to Germany, especially in regard to reparations. Germany 
joined the League of Nations and Briand and Stresemann made the 
Treaty of Locarno. There was a brief political défense in external 
relations.

The internal situation also quieted down as the democratic parties 
gained ground. Liberal theorics flourished again and in this atmos- 
phere the stabilization of the currency was successful. But the basis 
of this economic stabilization was artificial. It rested on foreign 
loans, dubiously invested, and at very high interest. The recovery 
induced was in the nature of an injection of adrenalin. It did not cure 
the disease although it produced temporary symptoms of health 
Even in this apparent health widespread unemployment remained 
Even the boom period offered no way for integrating German youth 
into the economic process. There were hundreds of thousands, per- 
haps millions, of young workers without any chance of apprentice- 
ship; there were thousands of young graduates from universities 
without any chance of getting a job. 

Meanwhile a great deal of easy money was turning over very rapid- 
ly. A nation that had had a decade of war and poverty, and had 
Iearned that savings don’t last, spent what money it had with pro- 
fuse recklessness. In the great cities this was the era of the night- 
clubs, splendid hotels, extravagance theaters. Berlin became the most | 
luxurious city of the continent, overshadowing Paris. The contrast | 
between the helpless youth and unemployed and the easy-earning | 
speculators and profiteers was stark. | 

This epoch of artificial boom on the basis of foreign credits lasted _| 
in all five years and then blew up in the most terrific panic and de- 
pression. The “‘cloud-topped towers, the gorgeous palaces," re- | 
vealed themselves as but the “baseless fabric of a vision’ and van- 
ished into air. 

Every fourth man, of working age, was unemployed. The unem- 
ployment occurred in a society which had no reserves whatsoever. 
All Germany was a scramble for relief. The workers were broke and 
the capitalists were broke. At both wings of society were Ucopists 
preaching total solution by radical change, either by social revolu- | 
tion or by social reaction, and in the middle were the nice peopie who 
cried for normalcy, but had no idea of how to attain it, or even what 
normalcy was. 


The Hopeless Quest for Order 


So civil war, open or veiled, sprang up again. There was street 
fighting between lefts and rights. Young people changed from one 
side to the other, not only once but often two or three times. Each 
wing of the civil war stole slogans from the other. The Nazis called 
for socialism and organized strikes, and the Communists declaimed 
against the Treacy of Versailles as a plutocratic weapon to turn Ger- | 
man workers into coolies. Both wings, and the middle, all created 
privace armies—the Communists the Red Front, the Nazis the S. A., 
and the Social-Democrats the Reichsbanner. In the same family two 
sons might be members of clashing private armies. Behind the scenes 
was the problem of which of these would get the backing of the 
regular army and the support of at least part of the industrialists. 
The Nazis got sufficient help, however grudging and however re- 
served in purpose, in order to come out on top. 

This generation that I am describing now hoped for order and 
social peace, for that is what it had been promised by a Nazi victory. 
Instead of this it got civil war again, but this time civil war organ- 
ized by the party-state with all the instruments of power on one side. 
It got roundups, arrests, looting, terror, concentration camps, the 
S. §. and the Gestapo. Having made a revolution in order to avoid a 
revolution, it gota violent counterrevolution, really begun in earnest 
after the Nazis were in power, instead of before. This terroristic 
period lasted for three years and then ebbed without ever ending.

which principalities and thrones toppled before a mere threat. The 
British Empire came to Munich like Heinrich to Canossa. In the 
mind of the German masses all that Germany had lost was to be re~ 
gained without spilling a drop of blood. This went on for a year. It 
was followed by another fairy story. Blood would flow, but in 
limited quantities for fantastic achievements. Campaigns were con- 
cluded in three weeks, or six weeks, ending in total victory. 
Al R j S Successful adventurism was climaxing an age of adventurism. The 


whole German people had become successful armed speculators. 
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Every German woman had a chemise from Bucharest, or a hat from 
Paris, or shoes from Prague. A bank clerk, who had shivered behind 
his desk and cringed to his superior in the dread fear of losing his job, 
suddenly found himself the mascer-race administrator of some Polish 
town. 

This second artificial boom, the greatest in the history of mankind, 
was suddenly to end. For the real war began with the campaign in 
Russia and the air war. Now came the Apocalypse. Hundreds of 
thousands of German women got something to remember Russia by, 
too—not silk chemises but widows’ veils. Obituary notices began to 
accumulate so that strict restrictions had to be put upon how many 
could be published. The earlier ones had announced that the oldest 
son of the family, Kurt, had fallen in Crete or in Sedan “‘for the glory 
of the Fihrer and the future of Greater Germany." The Jater ones 
announced that the youngest and last son, “according to the inscru- 
table will of God,” had "followed his two elder brothers into death, 
in the defensive war before Orel.’* The press, which had glorified 
the bombing of Coventry and invented the word “‘conventrate, 
recorded the total extinction of the city of Hamburg. Literally the 
whole house of Germany began falling upon the peoples’ heads. The 
slogan, “Today we own the nation, tomorrow the whole wide 
world,” was changed to "We are fighting with our back to the wall 
in the sole hope that we may at last walk barefoot and ragged 
through our own streets of Berlin.’"** 

This is the life story of living Germans. A people has gone from 
defeat to defeat in one generation. It has scen the dissolution of all 
political, economic, moral and even military values. Its whole expe- 
rience of life has been a Germanic fairy story, of Cinderellas, golden 
pumpkins, glorious balls, midnight chimes, and revenging witches. 
Everything has been illusion. 

Tenvy those who can find some simple conspiracy in all this. I sce 
rather that forces were let loose by war and defeat which produced 
innumerable conilicting social phenomena, and innumerable and con- 
flicting popular reactions, which no leadership was able to control. 
Isce many plots but not « plot, and above all I see no Master Mind. 
For Master Minds control, and all che Master Minds, including that 
of Hitler, merely rode the largest waves of chaotic turbulence. 

It may be said chac all this could not have happened in any other 
nation, It is my opinion that it could happen to any people if the 
continuity of all their traditions were so drastically broken by the 
convergence of many circumstances, as many of them fortuitous as 
designed. But the question is not pertinent. It did happen, The Ger- 
man people are a people to whom all this has happened. 
We shall have to deal, therefore, with an abnormal people; not 
abnormal because their race made them so, or their history, or Bis- 
marck, Nietzsche, Hegel and Fichte, but abnormal because they have 
Jed an abnormal life. In that abnormal life Hitler himself is an abnor- 
mality. He docs not emerge as a traditional and recurrent figure; he 
stepped out of an abyss which was a radical break in German history, 
enlarged the abyss immensely, and is now about to be swallowed in 
it, leaving, I dare predict, much less of a trace behind than people

National Socialism was a fraud. War was a fraud. No gebgration has 
ever tried as many things and been disillusioned in all (of them, as 
have the Germans. 
In fact, the only thing this generation of Germans has aot yet 
tried, except briefly and spottily in some places, is radical Commu- 
nism. They have tried to defeat it in the symbol of Russiz and have 
been defeated by it. 

Such a generation, with such an experience, has learned one thing 
—fatalistic adaptability to circumstances. If change is the habit of 
one’s life, change becomes the “normal,” the “way of life."” The 
Germans became gamblers because life itself was a gamble. 

If there has been no stable authority in the lifetime of the living 
German, on what basis can authority be established? That is the 
crux of the German problem.

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The Nature of Authority 


The answer to it lies in understanding the nature of authority. 
Authority is not force. Force may be used to overthrow one author- 
ity, but the force itself is not another authority, The fact that a re 
gime has to maintain itself with naked force is always proof that its 
authority is not really established. 

Had the Nazi leadership won a successful war, immensely widen- 
ing and strengthening the German Reich, its authority might have 
been established. The loss of the war will remove its only chance, 
since it staked its whole gamble for authority on it. 

Where the stream of historical continuity is not disastrously bro- 
ken, tradition, of itself, may constitute authority. The return to tradi- 
tion may, therefore, be synonymous with the re-establishment of 
authority. This was attempted, after the French revolution and the 
fall of Napoleon, when the allies restored the Bourbons in France. 
Bur the restoration was of brief duration and the whole Metternich 
era quickly dissolved in European revolutions. The Bourbons had 
Jost the social and political roots of their authority, and although 
there was yet another restoration later, it, too, failed, for the revo- 
lutionary idea that authority rests in the people and not in the kings 
had struck deeper roots in popular consciousness than the old tradi- 
tion was able to regrow. 

No real and permanent authority can be established by armies of 
occupation and foreign civil administrations, however benevolent 
and intelligent. Victory of one nation over another does not estab- 
lish the legitimate authority of the victorious over the defeated. It 
never has in human history, except where the defeated have been 
taken into the organized society of the victors as equals, subject to 
equal laws, and merged, with a large measure of popular consent. 
Ancient Rome, by absorbing people as equals into her own system, 
established new authorities, but nothing of the kind has been openly 
proposed for Germany. 

The Nazis themselves have been unable to establish any genuine 
authority in any of the lands they have conquered. 

If the traditional authority is hopelessly broken and foreign rule 
is no authority, where can it be found, in a country which, living by 
trial and error, has tried everything and found only error? 

When revolutionary developments break the traditional authority, 
it would appear that new authority is established only by the crea- 
tion of a new popular cohesion around a new common purpose. The 
American Revolutionary War destroyed British authority and the 
Constitution created a new authority. The Constitution was a plan 
for the achievement of a purpose, as set forth in its preamble. The 
authority of that purpose has remained unchallenged from that day 
to this, 

The impossibility of finding a social purpose on which general 
popular agreement could be centered led Hitler to dragoon the na- 
tion into a war of revenge. The only way he could organize the whole 
of Germany was as an armed camp, and the only purpose he could set 
forth was to re-establish and enlarge the national power, 
that, had he been successful, he might have establishcdef new Nazi 
authority. But his purpose and program will baer€fed to such an un- 


mitigated disaster that it is quite immrssible to bel sat.it can be 
revived again, in any forsscsedBle time, as a rabtying point for authox- 
ity—unless, agaipgrfis accepted as 2satrogate for chaos. 


Tc is choweaTization of s6me of these facts which has led to such 
gayi about the furfare of Germany. The complete expression of this 
‘despair is the. desire to eradicate the German cancer once and for all, 
by the mog¢ draconic measure, some of them going so far as to divide 
Germany, or greatly reduce her size, by handing some to Poland, 
some to Ffance and some to Russia; by not only totally disarming 
her, but By depriving her of any industries which might conceivably 
be used for rearmament; and if, as a result, her people should starve 
—well le them, for God knows they have deserved it. 

Tsay thése are counsels of despair because they do not make any 
political sense. A Germany that has already gone through the expe- 
rience of the past 30 years, if confronted by such a Carthaginian fate, 
would be a country that would have an out-and-out nervous 
down of the most formidable and dangerous proportions. Under 
chese conditions no national authority could possibly hold the coun- 
try; it would have to be held and governed indefinitely by outside 
powers. But these outside powers would also be unable to govern, 
for in order to govern one must be able to assure some sort of present 
and future to the governed. One cannot govern in a condition of per- 
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petual collapse. Germany would become a world of rival gangs, loot- 
ing, pillaging, knifing, raping, hiding, living dangerously and reck- 
lessly, as the history of their times has already taught Germans to 
live dangerously and recklessly. 

Now, to turn a nation into wild beasts, even wilder beasts than 
they have been under the regimented bestiality of Hitler's regime, 
their savagery turned in upon themselves, not even in an organized 
civil war but in scores of civil wars, does not seem to me a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished, not for Germany's sake, but for the sake 
of Europe as a whole. For Europe is a small place; Europe itself is dis- 
organized by war and conquest and embittered by suffering. There is, 
to be sure, a theory that suffering makes peoples wiser, but I have 
never scen evidence of it in mass phenomena. Rather was John Mase- 
ficld right when he said: “The days that make you happy make you 
wise.”” The people of Europe are not happy. They are not going to be 
happy for a long time to come. The wounds that have been inflicted 
on the body of Europe will fester for years, And a berserk nation in 
their midst, a broken-down nation of broken-down characters, with 
crime substituted for war as the national occupation, would not be 
an aid in the reconstruction of Europe. 

No matter what we do, no matter how wise our policies, no new 
heaven and earth, washed and combed and prosperous and decorous, 
is going to rise in the first spring of peace from the dragons’ tecth 
that have been sown. All Europe has been rocked to its foundations, 
and, in effect, all Europe will have been defeated—one part of it by 
the Axis and the other part by the Allies. 

When the Moscow agreement was signed, Europe, for the first 
time in the history of Western civilization, was excluded from coun- 
cils regarding her fate. This fact of itself is illuminating. Not a single 
nation of continental Europe participated; all were represented, in $0 
far as they were represented, by Britain, America and Russia. Of 
these, one, the United States, is definitely a non-European power and 
the other two, though geographically of Europe, are not quite of it 
in any other sense. 

The collapse of all old authorities has probably gone much further 
in Europe than we realize. The German experience has been repeated 
elsewhere in Europe. It is impossible to believe that all governments 
in exile, or all prewar political and social systems, can be simply re- 
stored as of 1939. The resistance in allied countries has been carried 
on by revolutionary underground movements and through new, and 
until now unknown, personalities. The programs which they have 
been evolving will probably differ greatly from those envisioned by 
some of their governments abroad, which have lived through Eu- 
rope’s purgatory in London or Washington. 


Perils of the Status Quo Ante 


We must imagine, however, that through Europe's trials there has 
been a great deal of soul-searching, and much acute and bitter 
analysis of Europe's dilemma. Divided as Europe has been into a 
score or more of nations, all of them relatively small in comparison 
with the Great Powers of the earth—with America, the British 
Commonwealth-Empire and the Soviet Union—and many of them 
subject perennially in the past to the diplomatic mancuvers of ex- 
European interests, Europeans of whatever nationality must have 
been asking themselves questions. They must have been asking them- 
selves whether they could ever restore what once was, and indeed 
whether its restoration would not leave them open to continual 
interference, if not domination, by the great powers to the cast and 
west. 

Sooner or later the nations of Europe must ask themselves decisive 
questions, concerning not merely their future as individual nations, 
bur concerning the future of the whole of Europe, of which, for 
better or worse, they are a part. . 

If it curns out, as I chink it must, that there is no future for Europe 
as a free, sovercign and creative section of mankind without a deal 
more unification than she has had since the 18th Century, we may 
expect that what will cmerge in postwar antifascist Europe as the 
idea with the greatest authority will be the concept of European 
unity—with equality for all, great and small, with complete cultural 
freedom, with political sovereignty or states rights in all matters 
strictly internal, but with a common foreign policy and defense sys- 
tem and an integrated economic order. 

Whether this development first begins regionally and coalesces 
from the periphery to the center, or emerges as a dynamic idea 
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spontaneously in a dozen different parts of Europe, moving more 
rapidly than can presently be imagined—or whether it never emerges 
creatively at all—no one can predice. But if it emerges, it is certain 
that it will accract to itself, as an idea of dynamic authority, those 
Germans who are prepared, by consciousness, humanism and bitter 
experience, to be good Europeans instead of chauvinist_master- 
racers. How many of them there are, no one knows. Bue that they 
exist is indubitable, because they always have existed during the 
entire history of Germany. 

Either a new Germany must be reintegrated into a new Europe, or 
a new Germany will, eventually, be integrated into the Soviet 
Union. There is no such thing as a permanent no-man’s land of sixty- 
odd million people. Any attempt to make Germany into a perma- 
nent, disarmed and impoverished buffer state between the Soviet 
Union and western Europe will fail, as buffer-state experiments 
always have failed. Sixty million people, more or less, highly 
skilled, with lands and towns, factories and cities, will not live 
forever in a political, economic and power vacuum. 

Sooner or later they will cither hurl themselves into the arms of 
their present western European enemies or their present eastern 
enemy, or, if they do not hurl themselves, they will be embraced by 
one or the other, each for its own protection. Europe as a whole will 
never be able to make anything but an uneasy peace, with the ques- 
tion mark of Germany, her farthest, large eastern member, perma- 
nently unsolved. Nor will the Soviet Union relax to life and her own 
great reconstruction with a vacuum on her western frontier. 

A constructive solution of the European question can bring with 
it a constructive solution of the German question. It can also usher 
in an era of world peace. Bue without an all-European solution the 
German question is insoluble, except by another war to determine 
into what sphere of influence Germany will eventually go. 

So far not an official word has been uttered by the leaders of the 
Anglo-American powers to indicate the slightest acknowledgment 
that there is a European problem. With the entry of the United 
States into the war, millions in Europe—millions to whom Roose- 
velt and America were the appointed instruments of reason, human- 
ism and God Himself—waited breathlessly for a great constructive 
word which might show the way for all Europe into a new com- 
munity and a new age. But that word has never come. 

In the end, through blood, revolution, chaos, trial, error and 
despair, Europe, which was not for nothing and for centuries the 
center of the world’s civilization, will find a way out for herself. 
But it may not then be the way that most of us would desire to see. 
The result, in the words of Lincoln's Second Inaugural Address, may 
be “fundamental and astonishing,” and leave a disgruntled Britain 
and America gasping in chagrin. 

Ic need not be so, but if it is not to be, we must discern the signs of 
the times, and ally ourselves with the forces of history, instead of 
waiting vacuously for something to turn up and indulging our spleen 
in pictures of eternal and perpetual punishment, just because we can 
imagine nothing better.

‘he first time a good camera has been pointed at the 

mysterious fighters in Yugoslavia is shown in the 
pictures on these pages. British Navy Lieut. Lambton 
Burn landed on the Dalmatian coast in October and 
brought back this first visual proof of the existence of 
the Partisan Proletarian Brigades of the Croat Fight- 
cr, Tito (born Josip Brozovitch). These pictures con- 
tribute a note of factual sanity to the campaign of 
abuse and bloodshed between Tito’s men dnd the Chet- 
niks of Yugoslav War Minister Drajha Mihailovit 

Lieut. Burn put in at a small coastal port with a 
British light naval force, He saw and photographed 
the Communist red stars sewn on the caps of the Par- 
tisans, took their raised-fist salutes, found portraits 
of Stalin everywhere, walked past heavily-armed 
Partisan guards and finally met the local commander. 
When the band played God Save the King, the crowd 
stood at attention with upraised fists.

“TOMORROW WE WILE BE FREE” 


After 21 months as prisoners of the Japanese, LIFE’s photo-reporter team comes home to America 


hy CARL and SHELLEY MYDANS 


‘or 21 months we have been prisoners of the Japanese. Here in the neutral 

harbor of Mormugao, as we line the rail of the Teta Maru and stare across at 
the repatriation ship Gripsholm, we are still prisoners. But tomorrow we are 
going home. 

We have been aboard the Teia Maru for three weeks. We have been well- 
treated, because the Japanese want their own nationals who came from 
America on the Gripsholm to be treated well; and we know that barring acts 
of God we will be free in a few hours. Yet we still instinctively fear to ap- 
proach a Japanese. We still glance over our shoulders when we talk, and this 
cable is being written on toilet paper in a hidden corner of the ship. 

Yet we have not been military prisoners—simply civilian internees, with 
many more liberties and comforts than captured soldiers have. We fear the 
P e* ‘Japanese because for a long time we have lived inside their network of con- 
iPachange/polnt fe: Amaricane and (lap oneielWas Porlogdese portof Mar quests, secing their methods, learning to understand at firsthand their subtle 
mugao off India's west coast.

top of the Bay View Hotel we saw the work of our demolition squads, who 
were racing for Bataan. Black smoke from oil fires rose around us. The river 
was ablaze and the Bay, dotced with the husks of sunken ships, was scummed 
with thick oil. As the smoke condensed in the thunder clouds above us, it 
rained black rain. Except for the sound of the demolition charges and the roar 
of the flames, the city was oppressively silent. The worst had been rumored 
about the occupying forces, and the worst was expected. Now, with nerves 
frayed, the citizens waited. ; 

‘Ac dusk on Jan. 2, the Japanese advance forces entered the city. Their van- 
guard moved warily up Dewey Boulevard, a column of tiny, single-cylinder 
motor bikes that coughed and sputtered. The little men on them with their 
tropical uniforms and Rising Sun flags looked like dolls. We were amused and 
then ashamed. 

Slowly, these miniature soldiers embraced the city and permeated it. With 
a minimum of direct contact and in good order, they separated us from the 
Filipinos interned with us, confiscated our property and businesses, then 
moved on toward Bataan, leaving Manila a breadless, inert city. 

In the three days following, nearly 3,500 Americans were hauled to the 
campus of the University of Santo Tomas and housed in two large buildings. 
No provision was made for our feeding, water supply, sewerage and garbage 
disposal, or medical care. The only food we had for a week was that thrown 
over the fence by Filipino friends. As the Jap commandant observed in high 
humor, we were being fed like ‘'a pack of monkeys in the z00."" 

Te was not until six months later that the Japanese began to provide and 
pay for our food. Meantime, under the suspicious but tolerant eye of the com- 
mandant, we organized our camp routines, bought our own food with our 
own funds, and had it cooked by our own members. In time we created a 
small, efficient city. The Japs looked on with interest; and typically, they 
copied our methods and applied them to camps formed later in Shanghai, 
North China and elsewhere.

We saw some of these camps during the course of our captivity and heard of 
others, and the pattern that emerges is fairly uniform. There is not much out- 
right brutality. A new guard in our Shanghai camp who slapped the face of 
a young American because he failed to bow was so publicly humiliated by 
his captain for the act that he later attempted hara-kiri. The real torture we 
suffered from the Japs was mental, and it was the result of poor planning 
rather than intentional cruelty. We had promises of better food, better hos- 
pital facilities, more living space and possible repatriation, and as the de- 
Jays mounted and our frustrations grew we finally realized that Jap admin- 
istration suffers from simple incompetence. The civil organization is as slip- 
shod as the military organization is efficient; which is one reason why the 
Japanese will never be able to make a going concern of their vast and com- 
plex conquered territories. 


No affection allowed 


Ir was this mental unease that made us lose weight—the average loss was 
15 pounds—because the food itself was adequate. Indeed, everything was ade- 
quate in the sense that it was enough to keep us alive and even theoretically 
in good health. We had beds to sleep on; but there were 30-odd men or women 
in each room, typically the size of a high-school classroom. There were sani- 
tary facilities; but one always had to stand in line to use them. In one camp 
there were three showers and four toilets for 450 women, and in another there 
were only seven showers for 1,100 men. Husbands and wives were permitted 
to see each other. But ‘‘displays of affection,"’ such as hand-holding, were not 
allowed on grounds that they “might corrupt the young Japanese guards.” 
In Santo Tomas pregnancy is punished by go days in the camp jail for the 
father. 

The Japs’ solicitude for the moral feelings of their guards is unwarranted in 
more ways than one since, as a matter of fact, they sce very little of the

prisoners. Whatever business we had to take up with our jailers was 
handled through an interne committee which dealt directly with 
the commandant. Occasionally, of course, we were inspected, count- 
ed and ordered about, and we came to know our captors well enough 
to refer to them (among ourselves) by such informal names as Hook- 
nose, Gold Tooth and The Man From the Trees. We will never forget 
the time at Santo Tomis when a guard wandered into the dormitory 
one night to find a group of men on hands and knees examining a 
smuggled map. For a moment there was a dreadful silence. Then the 
guard suddenly squatted, put a stubby finger on San Francisco. 
“Boom!"" he cried, ‘‘Chicago, Boom! New York, Boom!"" An inter~ 
nee reached over to Tokyo and murmured, “Boom Boom.” The guard 
jumped up furiously, scraping his heavy boots and pointing to the 
corner. “*You,”’ he barked, ‘go bed!" 

That is a famous story among the Santo Tomis prisoners; it is one 
of the few funny ones we can tell about our jailers. Generally we 
looked upon them with a nervous foreboding that made the few 
small glimmers of humor seem hilarious simply because they relieved 
the tension. We knew that at any hour of the day or night any of us 
might be taken, without warning, for questioning to Manila’s Fort 
Santiago, Shanghai's Bridgehouse, Hong Kong's Stanley prison— 
places of such reputation that we spoke of them even among our- 
selves reluctantly, in whispers. 

In this atmosphere of constant, oozing fear and unrelieved physical 
discomfort, minds as well as bodies deteriorate. We found ourselves 
losing the power to think logically, to keep perspective and to re~ 
member who we really were and the lives we used to lead. With no 
purpose and no future, we were sometimes overcome with a feel- 
ing of futility. Internees stood in line for hours without grumbling. 
One often heard the old laconical prison remark, “I'm not going 
anyplace.”” 


Santo Tomas to Shanghai 


As it happened, a few of us were to go someplace. Suddenly, in 
September 1942, the commandant announced that a boat was leaving 
Manila for Shanghai and that 125 of the Santo Toms internees 
would be allowed to shift to the greater freedom of the Shanghai 
foreign settlement. It would be a risky trip, for American submarines 
had been active in the waters en route and, moreover, eight months 
of internment had weakened many of us so much that a rough voyage 
on an open deck might be fatal. Consequently, despite the greater 
chance for repatriation we would have from Shanghai, there was 
trouble in filling the quota. We finally left Santo Toms on Sept. 12 
and embarked on a 2,500-ton freighter, Maya Maru, which had been 
converted into a rough facsimile of a troop transport. It was one of 
four small ships which formed a convoy guarded by a single destroyer. 

Ic was a fantastic and also an illuminating trip. The deck was a 
mass of gear, cargo, humans and animals. We competed for space 
with 60 Hindus, many of them women with babies on their laps; 
with 20 Formosan prostitutes who had completed their work with 
the army of occupation and were returning home for a rest; with 200 
captured U. S. Army horses and mules; four U. S. Army staff cars; 
odds and ends of other campaign loot; three American officers; and 
about a thousand Japanese officers and men. Besides our contingent

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In Fint in 1940 Mydans photographed a scene then new and shocking, but now 
familiar all over the world—mother and children huddled in fright as bombers pass. 
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beginning to show an active, deep-seated hate. Japan's own food 
situation is critical, but that of the invaded territories is nearly des- 
perate. Under coprosperity the average Chinese, who used to spend 
40% of his income for his family’s rice, now needs four times his 
income to maintain his previous low standard of living. The result | 
is almost universal hunger. 

There has been no mass uprising—nor is there likely to be—be- 
cause the Japanese fortify their sweet talk with an efficient system 
of discipline. It is the typically Oriental method of group responsi- 
bility and communal punishment. In China the old Pao-chia system 
of family neighborhood societies has been perverted into a network 
of civilian police; in the Philippines a similar organization called the 
Neighborhood Association has been started. In Shanghai any sec~ 
tion of several blocks may suddenly be roped off for days at a time, 
isolating the residents even from outside food sources while the 
police search for “terrorists.” In Manila the custom is to cut off a 
section of the city, herd all men from 16 to 60 into any available 
church or public building and hold them without food or water 
until they betray any guerrillas who may be among them. 

Group punishment is an official policy evolved in Tokyo. But the 
Japanese mind, having no conception of individual dignity, is pecu- 
liarly cruel in dealing out individual discipline. If a Chinese in a 
local court fails to pay the proper “squeeze” to a Japanese super- 
visor, he may be placed on a small table for several hours with hi 
hands to his ankles. If a Filipino neglects to bow to a Japanese sen- 
try, he may be bound and stretched out on a sidewalk in the tropical 
sun until he loses consciousness. If a ricksha boy breaks a traffic rule, 
he can expect to be slapped or kicked on the shin. 

One of the best illustrations of coprosperity was an incident we 
saw from the deck of the Teia Maru. We had anchored down the 
river from Saigon, Indo-China, and in their normal fashion natives

in tiny sampans had pulled alongside to peddle bananas and pine- 
apples. Suddenly a Japanese naval launch whirled in among the 
boats. Marines jumped aboard, kicked and beat the natives and 
dumped the fruit into the river. It was a cruel and senseless display; 
and although we repacriates were still in enemy hands, we could not 
resist booing. 

Obviously sadism and indignity such as this will have its effece 
among the conquered people. Yet it is doubtful tha the Japanese see 
any inconsistency in preaching Asiatic brotherhood while behaving 
like members of a Master Race. The Jap soldier and civilian take 
obedience and strong personal discipline as a matter of natural course. 
During our trip to Shanghai aboard the transport a young Formosan 
recruit threw garbage over the windward side. The officer on duty 
called him to attention and slapped him across the face. The recruit 
Jost his balance bue collected himself, stood at attention again and 
received another blow on the other jaw. He bowed and was dis 
missed, Then he wandered off to join his comrades and seemed to 
take his punishment no more seriously than an American would take 
a sharp call-down. 


A new propaganda 


The recent Japanese gift of “‘independence"* to the Burmese and 
Filipinos, the canceling of the foreign concessions in China and the 
promise of some sort of political representation to the Malayans have 
lefe the people of Greater East Asia unimpressed. Hunger and physi- 
cal mistreatment are extremely personal and tangible facts, not to 
be outweighed by slogans and gestures of goodwill. The Japanese 
political campaign in the conquered areas is failing. 

Perhaps the failure is becoming apparent to the Japanese, as the 
eventual failure of the military policy must be apparent. At any rate, 
the propaganda line has undergone a radical change. Icis wildly incon 
sistent and evidently uncoordinated. It still produces absurd claims 
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In Singapore in 1941 he photographed the “‘impregnable"’ defenses such as this coastal 
gun.

of American losses and nonexistent Japanese victories. But also, more 
and more often, it heaves up spasms of candor and gloomy realism. It 
seems to be preparing the Japanese people for reverses on a wide front. 

Six months ago, in the picture drawn by the official propagand- 
ists, the American soldier was weak and cowardly. American ait 
raids on Japan were impossible. America’s production potential was 
a joke—"'They are ideal fools who think they can win with produc- 
tion.”” Japan would soon have both India and Australia. And Japan 
would write the peace “on the White House lawn.” 


America is tough 


Today the Japanese citizen is told that". . . che degenerate Amer- 
ican professional soldiers" in the South and West Pacific have been 
replaced by “American students who are young and cough. Japanese 
students are now being sent to meet them." Air raids are coming for 
certain, and “this time it will not be a dress rehearsal.”” America is 
piling up mountains of weapons, and Japan will face a terrible trial 
“when America couples its great industrialization with moral re- 
generation.” It is the Burmese-Indian volunteer armies now forming 
in Burma and not the Japanese themselves who will invade India; 
and Australia is unimportant. According to Aki Yama, a well-known 
Army spokesman, “It is not necessary to occupy Washington and 
London now. Our successes will come through the Pacific.”” 

Significantly, also, glorious death is no longer held up as the su- 
preme goal of every Japanese. The last-man stand on Attu was a per- 
fect opportunity to ring changes on this theme and the propagandists 
used it; but the public was largely apathetic. They were numbed 
from all the previous eulogies of such glorious dead as Admiral 
Yamamoto. Today a distinction is beginning to be made between 
“brave self-sacrifice” and stupid self-sacrifice. The propagandists are 
groping to create a positive spirit of initiative and action in place of 
the negative and ingrained Oriental spirit of supreme sacrifice and 
passive acceptance. 

Despite the propagandists’ new respect for America’s power, they 
temper their warnings about it with encouraging news of America’s 
internal problems. We who have been away for two years can tell 
you all about the zoot-suit riots, the coal strikes, the train wrecks 
and industrial sabotage, the race riots, the black markets, the suc- 
cesses of isolationist Congressmen, the shabby politics, the grum- 
bling under rationing. We suppose that many of these things are 
true. And we are disturbed. Because whatever signs there may be 
that Japan is weakening, she is still strong. And however proud we 
may be when we hear from the Japs’ own spokesmen that Japan 
has “‘shifted a base” from Guadalcanal and actually “withdrawn” 
from Kiska, we know chat Japan's main fleet and armies have bare- 
ly been touched, and that the real fight hasn't even begun. We 
know that whenever an American soldier meets a Japanese, he 
faces a human animal with the discipline of a feudal serf, a tough, 
untiring body and an unbeatable spirit—an animal that must be 
killed to be managed. 

We internees know what regimentation and privation mean. We 
are pretty sure that when people in America complain about them in 
their own wartime lives, they don't know what they're talking about. 
They have been at home these past two years. We can’t tell you how 
often and desperately we have dreamed of that—to be home, free, 
in America. We can’t tell you how much it is worth fighting for.
